Substance of interview 1 

Interview with applicant's attorney, Robert Null, was conducted on Wednesday, June 12, 2002. 
Proposed claims l-7[4]3 were discussed with reference to U.S. Patent 5,664,035, the prior art 
used in the First Action - Non Final Rejection, mailed March 14, 2002 fPaper No. 7Y 
Proposed amended claims were written to positively recite an input to an apparatus being 
generated by a user of a remote isolated circuit. 

Examiner concurs that Patent 6 03 5 fails to teach or suggest this feature and the proposed 
limitation would need to be searched further to determine allowability. 

Upon subsequent review of proposed claims, it was discovered that the proposed embodiments 
were restrictable, due to divergent subject matter. 

It was agreed that claims 1, 60, 7[2]I, 7[3]2, 7[4]3 and respective dependent claims could be 
grouped as sharing common inventive features, as well as the new limitation of an input 
generated by the input of user of a remote isolated circuit. 

Applicant's representative has agreed that upon the filing of any papers to the instant application, 
that an election of claims 1-19, 60-69, and 7[2]l-7[4]3 would be made. Claims 20-59 and 70 [- 
71] would represent non-elected claims and would no longer be pending. 

Examiner agrees to provide references where applicable, that anticipate any dependent features 
of the elected claims.
